NOTES OF GENERAL [INTEREST 


The present (2d) Isthmian Canal Commission has reprinted from 
the 1899-1901 report of the first Isthmian Canal Commission the 
special report of Commissioner Emory R. Johnson on the industrial 
and commercial value of the Isthmian canal. This report was 
written at the request of Professor Johnson’s fellow members of 
the Commission and was published as Appendix NN of the 1899~- 
1901 report. The original plates were used in making the reprint, 
and copies in paper covers can be supplied by the Superintendent of 
Documents at 20 cents. The author is professor of transportation 
and commerce in the University of Pennsylvania. 

Miscellaneous series 6, Manufactures Bureau, which appeared in 
the July Monthly catalogue, page 21, is entitled Promotion of com- 
merce, outline of the service maintained by the Bureau of Manu- 
factures and other bureaus and offices of the Government of the 
Jnited States. It points out the various ways in which the work 
of numerous Government offices promotes commerce by supplying 
information, both technical and general. The extensive distribu- 
tion of public documents by the Superintendent of Documents has 
not been overlooked in this enumeration. 

The Bulletin of the Pan American Union has now become four 
monthly bulletins, one in the English language, one in Spanish, one 
in Portuguese, and one in French. At first there was one magazine 
in four languages; then there were two, one of them in English 
and the other in the three European languages spoken in some 
one or more of the Latin-American republics. The latest and 
present form is probably final. Each language haying now its own 
magazine, it does not seem possible to do much more for them. 
There is of course some duplication in the four magazines, but there 
is sufficient yariance in both text and illustrations to fully warrant 
the designation of each of the four as a distinct magazine, The 
Bulletin continues to be the most beautifully printed and illustrated 
magazine (or magazines) in the country. 

Sixty-second Congress, Senate document 98, is a reprint of Senate 
executive reports 1 and 2 of the same session. Executive reports 
are those made in the executive (secret) sessions of the Senate. 
They do not reach the public unless they are ordered reprinted in 
the regular numbered series 6f documents, as is the case in this 
instance. The two reprinted reports are those of the majority and | 
minority of the Committee on Foreign Relations on the peace treaty 
negotiated during the present year with Great Britain by which the 
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scope of arbitration is enlarged beyond any prior international 
agreement. The majority report, opposing ratification, was pre- 
sented by Senator Lodge, and the minority report, favoring ratifi- 
cation, was presented by Senator Root with the concurrence of Sen- 
ators Cullom and Burton. Senator Burton also made a supple 
mental report which is included in the document. There are also 
Appendixes A, B, and C, giving the text of the treaty under discus- 
sion and of two prior arbitration treaties, 40 pages altogether. 
There are two prints of Senate document 98, the first one not 
having the views of the minority. Senate document 98 is listed in 
the August Monthly catalogue, page 97. 

Ethnology Bureau Bulletin 43, Indian tribes of the lower Missis- 
sippi Valley and the adjacent coast of the Gulf of Mexico, is priced 
at 80 cents in cloth covers. It has many illustrations. 

The Appointments Bureau of the State Department issues three 
series of publications, entitled respectively Information regarding 
appointments and promotions in the consular service of the United 
States; Information regarding appointments and promotions in the 
diplomatic service of the United States; Information regarding 
appointments and promotions in the student-interpreter corps of the 
United States in China, Japan, and Turkey. Three editions have 
been issued thus far for the consular service and two each for the 
diplomatic service and the student-interpreter corps. 

House resolution 285, providing for printing 5000 copies of the 
Judiciary chapter of the new revision of the Revised statutes, and 
House resolution 286, providing for printing 5000 copies of the 
Penal code, which is another part of the new revision, were both 
agreed to in the closing days of the recent Congressional session. 
The reprints are in slip-law form—uncovered pamphlets. The 
Penal code is Public 350, 60th Congress, 2d session, and the Judiciary 
chapter is Public 475, 61st Congress, 3d session. These are the only 
published fruits thus far of the revision which was begun by a com- 
mission in 1897 and was turned over by the commission to Congress 
in December, 1906. ; 

Carlisle and the red men of other days is the title of a pamphlet, 
handsome typographically and interesting historically, from the press 
of the Government Indian School at Carlisle, Pa., where the work 
is all done by red men of the present day. 

Among the valuable “separates” just now being reprinted from 
the Annual report of the Office of Experiment Stations, Agriculture 
Department, is one called The results of agricultural extension in 
Belgium, which embodies lessons of much value to American agri- 
cultural communities. Other separates from the same volume 
describe the Irrigation investigations and the Drainage investiga- 
tions of the Office for 1910. The three at 5 cents each. 

The Commerce Court has published its first docket, for the 
October session, 1911. 

Senators Sutherland and Chamberlain, Representatives Brantley 
and Moon, President Brown of the New York Central Railroad, and 
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Editor Cease of the Railway trainman are the members of the Em- 
‘ ployers’ Liability and Workmen’s Compensation Commission. The 
hearings they have held and the briefs which have been filed with 
them have been printed as Senate document 90, 62d Congress, ist 
session, in two volumes. ; 

Senate document 77, 62d Congress, 1st session, Chugach national 
forest lands in Alaska, is President Taft’s-message transmitting to 
the Senate information relating to the Controller Bay lands and re- 
futing sundry attacks which have been made concerning the course 
of the Administration. This was noted in the August Monthly cata- 
logue, page 112. 

A new publication which must be of permanent value as a refer- 
ence work for lawyers is a Digest of the opinions and briefs of the 
Solicitor of the Treasury for thirty years, 1880-1910. 

The Annual report of the Alaska Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions, a pamphlet of 85 pages and 13 plates, can be supplied for 15 
eents. The plates indicate almost tropical luxuriance among the 
glaciers. 

The Library of Congress list of references on wool, concerning 
which a descriptive note was printed in the August Monthly cata- 
Icgue, is now on sale by the Superintendent of Documents at 20 
cents, 

Public Roads Office Bulletin 39, Highway bridges and culverts, is 
a practical treatise for which a wide demand may be safely pre- 
dicted. 

Hygienic Laboratory Bulletin 77 has the general title, Sewage 
pollution of interstate and international waters, with special refer- 
ence to the spread of typhoid fever. Part 1 considers the waters of 
Lake Erie and the Niagara River. 

Animal Industry Bureau Bulletin 141 has for title The improve- 
ment of the farm egg. Of course the farm egg is a hen’s egg, but 
the conclusion that the purpose of the bulletin is to teach farm hens 
to lay better eggs would be far-fetched. The instructions are to 
farmers and egg-buyers on the care of eggs, so that they may not be 
injured. The instructions are practical and enforced by illustra- 
tions and examples. Paper, 10 cents. 

The Government Hospital for the Insane, located in the District 
ef Columbia, has issued no. 3 in its bulletin series. The new number 
contains 14 papers on themes related to the work of the Hospital, 
illustrated by 15 plates and 9 figures. It contains also a bibliography 
of the published work of members of the Hospital Staff. 

Chemistry Bureau Bulletin 141 is entitled Experiments on process- 
ing of persimmons to render them nonastringent. If modern chem- 
ists can take the astringency out of a green persimmon no other 
problem should daunt them. Price, 10 cents. 

The 1911 edition of Infantry drill regulations is now on sale, 
fabricoid, 35 cents. It contains important changes in the Manual of 
arms which take effect at once. 
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The report of the commissioner of corporations on the system of 
taxing corporations in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and Wis- © 
consin, being Part 3 of the general report on Taxation of corpora- 
tions, is now on sale at 15 cents in paper. 

Chemistry Bureau Bulletin 134, Maple-sap sirup, first issued Qc- 
tober 28, 1910, has now been reprinted. The demand for the first 
edition soon outran the supply, an experience which is likely to be 
repeated with the second edition. Paper, 25 cents. 

New bulletins of the Education Bureau, series of 1911, are: No. 8, 
Agencies for the improvement of teachers in service (15 cents) ; 
no. 5, Age and grade census of schools and colleges, a study of 
retardation and elimination (10 cents); no. 10, Bibliography of 
education, July 1, 1909-June 30, 1910 (15 cents); no. 11, Bibliog- 
raphy of child study, 1908-09 (10 cents). 

Advance announcements have been made of two important mono- 
graphs of the Geological Survey. Vol. 51, Cambrian Brachiopoda, 
by Dr. Charles D. Walcott, will be bound in two volumes, one of 
text and one of plates. Vol. 52, The geology of the Lake Superior 
region, by President Van Hise and Professor Leith of the University 
of Wisconsin, will have 641 pages, 49 plates, and 76 text figures, and 
will be sold at $2.50. The Survey edition of the monographs is 
issued in cloth. The monographs have also Congressional editions. 
Vol. 51 is House document 119, in 2 parts, forming vol. 58, parts 1 
and 2, in the set of House documents. Vol. 52 is House document 
114, and vol. 54 of the House document set. All of the 61st Congress, 
2d session. 

Professional paper 70, United States Geological Survey, The 
Mount McKinley region, Alaska, has for subject the highest moun- 
tain in United States territory, and for that and other reasons is of 
unusual interest. The sale price is 70 cents in paper covers, this 
being the only form in which this important series of geological 
publications is issued for distribution. This was listed in the 
August Monthly catalogue page 102. 

In the July, 1910, Monthly catalogue of public documents three 
“ separates” from Labor Bureau Bulletin 88 were listed. Recently 
the Publications Division, Commerce and Labor Department, when 
compiling a list of the Department’s publications, discovered these 
entries. As the Division knew that it had never ordered the publica- 
tion of any separates from a Labor Bureau Bulletin, and as it was 
confident that nobody else had any right to order them, inquiry of 
ccurse followed... It even went so far as to point the finger of sus- 
picion at the Superintendent of Documents, who never prints any- 
thing outside of his own lawful field. Finally it was ascertained 
that the separate prints of the chapters in question had been ordered 
by a Senate committee which had a sweeping authorization to print 
anything it liked relating to the subject it was investigating. The 
three separates will not be included in the forthcoming list of publi- 
cations of the Commerce and Labor Department. 
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WORKINGMEN IN EUROPE , 


The second volume of the Annual report of the commissioner of 
labor for 1909 has been issued, completing a comprehensive study of 
workmen’s insurance and compensation systems in Europe. The 
first volume described conditions in Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
France, and Germany and was listed in the February Monthly cata- 
logue, page 406. The volume now issued relates to Great Britain, 
Italy, Norway, Russia, Spain, and Sweden. 

These large volumes can be supplied as follows: Vol. 1, in paper 
covers, $1,00, in cloth binding, $1,10. Vol. 2, in cloth only, $1.00. 

Some of the European countries are well in advance of America 
along these important lines. 


NEW SERIES 


The Standards Bureau has issued the first of a series of Techno- 
logic papers. Those who may receive it should disregard the words 
“Vol. 1, No. 1” in fine type in the running headlines over the pages. 
When these words were used it was the intention to make a set of 
volumes, but it is now the purpose to issue the Technologic papers 
under numbers only. No. 1, The effect of preliminary heating treat- 
ment upon the drying of clays, is a reprint from the Bulletin, vol. 7, 
no. 2, issued also as Bulletin separate reprint 151, incorrectly num- 
bered 152, but the later numbers will be original papers. 

Hardly any other Government bureau is so fertile in new series 
of publications as the Interstate Commerce Commission. One of the 
latest, having on its cover the words “ First issue, effective on Jan. 
1, 1912,” is entitled Regulations to govern the issue and recording of 
passes of steam roads, as prescribed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in accordance with sec. 20 of the act to regulate com- 


merce, 
A MISSING NUMBER RESTORED 


The number 75 in the series of numbered bulletins of the Forest 
Service would in the ordinary course have been printed several 
years ago, no. 74 having been published in 1907 and no. 76 in 1909. 
But no. 75 was skipped and at one time was said to be abandoned 
altogether. 

It has now turned up in good form, the title being California 
tanbark oak. It is in three parts, and its chief purpose is to pro- 
mote the utilization of the wood as well as the bark of this tree. 
Tests have shown that the wood is as valuable as that of the eastern 
oaks. 

ANTI-TRUST DECISIONS 

The new edition of Federal anti-trust decisions, authorized by 
Congress at its latest session, to be compiled by the Justice Depart- 
ment, it is now ascertained will be published in five volumes. 

It will include the material contained in the two volumes of 
Finch’s Anti-trust decisions, 1890-1906, and that which has since 
accumulated. 
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A FEW CORRECTIONS FOR THE BENEFIT OF LIBRARIANS 


In the List of its publications, 1867-1910, the Education Bureau 
Says, on page 24, in brackets, that its Circular of information 26, 
issued February, 1872, Reports on the system of public instruction 
in Greece, is by John M. France. Mr. John Morgan Francis, editor 
of the Troy, N. Y., Times, was American Minister to Greece in 1872, 
and beyond all reasonable doubt the author of the Reports in ques- 
tion. Mr. Francis died in 1897. 

In the Congressional record for August 15, 1911 (v. 47, no. 106, 
p. 4136), is reported the introduction of House resolution 285, pro- 
viding for the printing of 5,000 copies of public law no. 350, 60th 
Congress, 2d session, entitled “An act to codify, revise, and amend 
the criminal laws relating to the judiciary.” It would be rather 
alarming if it were necessary to have a code of criminal laws relat- 
ing to the judiciary. But of course the title is erroneous. The 
correct title of public law 350, 60th, 2d, is “An act to codify, revise, 
and amend the penal laws of the United States.” Nevertheless, the 
erroneous title was reproduced in House report 151, recommending 
the adoption of the resolution. Finally, however, the error was 
discovered, a corrected print of report 151 was made, and the proper 
correction was also made for the permanent bound edition of the 
Record. The error was caused by an accidental mixing of the titles 
of House resolutions 285 and 286. 


WASHINGTON’S WILL 


Sixty-second Congress, first session, Senate document 86, will 
surely be received in the libraries with interest, and probably with 
surprise, due to the claim of its title that it is “the only authenti- 
cated copy” of the last will and testament of George Washington. 

This claim presumably rests upon the fact that it contains a 
certificate of the clerk of the county court of Fairfax County, Vir- 
ginia, that this copy agrees with the manuscript copy in his office. 
A like claim is made, however, and no doubt with equal validity, 
for the pamphlet edition of the will published in Alexandria, Va., in 
the year 1800. During the same year—the next after Washington’s 
death—editions were published in Philadelphia, New York, and 
London, and it was included in the pages of the Universal magazine 
for April, 1800. , All of these prints are in the Toner collection in 
the Library of Congress. The will, with its schedule and notes, was 
also printed in Sparks’s Writings of Washington, 1837, in Ford’s 
Washington wills, 1891, and in Ford’s Writings of Washington, 1899. 
Partial publication has been made in Irving’s and other of the 
numerous lives of Washington. In short, the will is a much- 
published document, though no one can well say that it has been too 
much published, its value being beyond question and no more com- 
pletely characteristic Washingtonian document being known. Senate 
document 86 is, however, so far as discovered at this writing, the 
only Government print of it. This is a reprint of the second edition 
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of a pamphlet unofficially published, first, in Washington, 1868, and 
second, in Wilmington, Del., 1876. It has been sent, as required by 
law, to the nearly 500 designated depository libraries throughout 
the country, and in due course will go also to the foreign libraries 
and learned societies embraced in the Smithsonian Institution’s 
system of international exchange. As there are shortcomings in the 
document which are likely to prove puzzling to librarians, it would 
seem that those hard-worked bibliophiles are justly entitled to a 
few words of explanation. 

Following is a complete transcript of the title-page of the pam- 
phlet of which Document 86 is a reproduction : 

“The only authenticated copy, full and complete, of the last will 
and testament of George Washington, of Mount Vernon, embracing 
a schedule of his real estate and explanatory notes thereto by the 
testator. To which is added important historical notes, biographical 
sketches and anecdotes. Second edition, by W. H. Newton.” In the 
center of the page is a woodcut reproduction of the Stuart por- 
trait of Washington. 

It will be seen that the imprint gives neither date nor place of 
publication, and that the title-page of Document 86 copies faithfully 
the greater part of that of the old pamphlet, even to the singular 
verb “is,” which should be “are.” The order of the words, how- 
ever, is transposed and the portrait is omitted, this omission being 
more than supplied by the vignette on steel printed as a frontispiece, 
Another and more important omission is the name of the publisher, 
W. H. Newton. Mr. Newton is not known to fame, except as the 
ostensible author of the notes which follow the will in his pam- 
phlet. That he should be robbed of credit for these—a credit which 
really belongs to his predecessor, the publisher of the first edition— 
is not so important as the fact that the omission of his name leaves ~ 
the United States Government the responsible authority for the 
statement that this publication is the “only authenticated copy ” of 
Washington’s will. The omission also, by leaving the publication 
without a personal publisher, gives a touch of absurdity to the 
entry, “ Notes by the publisher,’ found in the table of contents. 
Librarians will notice also in the table of contents “ Preface to the 
first edition’ and “ Preface to the second edition,” said to be on 
pages v and vi. These pages contain other matter, and the prefaces 
do not anywhere appear. They are neither in the old pamphlet 
nor the new. Apparently a leaf containing pages v and vi has been 
lost out of the old pamphlet, though this cannot be positively 
determined, because in that print the pages preceding the will 
itself have neither Roman nor Arabic pagination. 

The dedication which, with a rude and inaccurate woodcut copy 
of Washington’s bookplate (not his coat of arms, as stated in the 
table of contents), occupies page iv, is in the 1876 pamphlet signed 
by W. H. Newton, but in Document 86 the signature is omitted, 
leaving the dedication without a parent. Another omission, most 
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important of all, is that of the entire contents of the verso of the 
title-page, as follows: 

“Entered according to Act of Congress A. D. 1868 by A. Jackson, 
in the clerk’s office of the Superior Court of the District of Columbia. 

“Transfer of copyright entered in accordance with law in the 
year 1876, by Wm. H. Newton, in the office of the Librarian of 
Congress, at Washington. 

“ James & Webb, printers, Wilmington, Del.” 

These facts as to the place of publication and the date of copy- 
right will be interesting and valuable to librarians, and taken in 
connection with Note 243, found on page 66, they seem to indicate 
that this second edition of the old pamphlet was printed for some 
kind of use at the Centennial Exposition, Philadelphia, 1876. 

Apparently no harm would have been done by permitting these 
facts to appear in the Government print, though the copyright is a 
sort of imposition. Nobody could copyright Washington’s will. 
The only matters subject to copyright in the 1868 and 1876 pamphlets 
are the title-pages and the Notes supplied by the publishers, which 
are of but slight historical value. 

Those who feel sufficiently interested may examine, in the Library 
of Congress, the first edition of the will pamphlet. Its imprint is 
“A. Jackson, publisher, Washington, D. C., 1868,” and its title, more 
modest than that of the second edition, is “Authenticated copy,” 
etc., not “ The only authenticated copy, full and complete.” It was 
not until after the transfer of the copyright to Newton, in 1876, 
that such a claim was set up. 

The chief differences between the two editions are (1) that the 
first is dedicated to W. W. Corcoran of Washington, while the second 
(from which the Government reprint has been made) has a general 
dedication to all who cherish the memory of Washington; (2) that 
the first edition contains facsimile letters from Salmon P. Chase and 
Charles Sumner, commending the project of publishing the will; (3) 
that the first edition contains one of the missing prefaces which are 
listed, but not printed, in Senate document 86; (4) that the first 
edition has five paginations, making 64 pages in all. 

The Chase and Sumner letters do not appear in the second edi- 
tion, presumably because they are addressed to Mr. Jackson, who is 
completely eliminated by the new owner of the copyright, Mr. New- 
ton. Senator Sumner’s letter shows that he accepted in full and 
without question Mr. Jackson’s statement that until 1868 the Wash- 
ington will had not been published in full. In view of Mr. Sumner’s 
reputation for scholarship, this is somewhat surprising. 

Mr. Jackson is clearly the author of the “‘ Notes by the publisher ” 
which appear in both the Jackson and the Newton editions and in the 
Government reprint. The only additions made in the 1876 edition 
to the Notes as they appear in the 1868 edition are nos. 194, concern- 
ing Franklin’s gold-headed cane, 223, as to the whereabouts of Wash- 
ington’s Bible, and 244, relating to the exhibition of Washington’s 
swords at the Centennial Exposition, Philadelphia, 1876. The name 
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of George Deneale, clerk of Fairfax County, correctly printed four 
times in the first edition, is twice printed G Geneale in the second 
edition and in the Government reprint. 

Whatever omissions or errors occur in the Government print are 
also in the old pamphlet as supplied to the Government Printing 
Office. The instructions to the Government printers were to “ follow 
literally ” the copy supplied to them, and they did so. 

Recent information concerning the will is of considerable interest. 
It is still in the courthouse at Fairfax. It has been recently re- 
paired by Mr. William Berwick, the expert manuscript repairer of 
the Manuscripts Division, Library of Congress, and is now framed 
under glass, so that visitors may see it without harming it. At the 
time of making repairs three photographic copies were made, one of 
which is now in the Library of Congress. 

The Washington Lodge of Masons of Alexandria, Va., of which 
Washington was once Worshipful Master, is planning the publication 
of a collection of Washington documents, and has obtained per- 
mission to have a facsimile of the will made for inclusion therein.
